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SECRETARY WHITNEY, after several days’ consulta- 
tion with the Messrs. CRaMP AND Sons, and the En- 
gineer-in-Chief of the Navy, has decided to accept 
the firm’s bid and plans (of the machinery) for Gun- 
boat No. 1, and ina few days the contract will be 
probably awarded them.

The circular shows how officers and enlisted men 
of the Army, both active and retired, may secure 
admission to the lospital and the classes of diseases 
for which relief may be expected from the use of 
the Hot Springs water.

Hence he thinks 
that in winter weather, when fur caps and long 
overcoats with hoods are in vogue, there should be 
some distinguishing mark, so that soldiers may 
know and properly recognize their officers when 
they meet them. 








CuieF Naval ConsTRUCTOR WILSON received a 
despatch from Mare Island on Wednesday, giving 
the result of a preliminary survey of the Hartford. 
She was found to require new boilers, a new crank 
shaft and about $60,000 repairs to her hull and 
spars. It is probable that she will be repaired, but 
the Department will take no steps in that direction 
until the report of the statutory Board of Survey, 
ordered on Thursday, has been received. The board 
eonsists of Captain Byron Wilson, Asst. Naval Con- 
structor Jos. Feaster and the Master Workman of 
the Mare Island Navy-yard. 
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From various ‘‘Bills of Fare’ for Caristmas Day, 
which come to us from military posts, it is plain to 
see that the troops were regaled bountifully on that 
day and sat down to dinners which many a civilian 
would envy. The following is given asa sample: 
Oyster soup, turkey with cranberry sauce, beef, 
pork with apple sauce, beef a la mode, ham, ron- 
ions de beuf a la sante, green peas, green corn, 
stewed; tomatoes, stewed; Saratoga chips; pota- 
toes, mashed; jelly cake, fruit cake, frosted; cus- 
tard pie, mince pie, cranberry pie, cinnamon rolls, 
prunes, pickles and celery. Nor are the liquids 
forgotten, although the bills of fare fail to specify 
them. 








GENERAL ORDERS No. 1, of this year, from the 
A. G. O., establishes some new regulations as to 
target practice which, we infer, will be generally ac- 
ceptable tothe troops. The ‘‘ practice season ” each 
year is hereafter to be for three instead of four 
months ; medals won in competitions are not to be 
disposed of by the winners without due authority, 
but are to preserve them subject to inspection, and 
appropriate badges and specific prizes for distin- 
guished marksmen. We might suggest, if the 
medals won are hereafter to be subject to inspection 
that instead of simply permitting them to be worn 
on all dress occasions, it be positively directed that 
they shall be so worn. 








THE organization tables for the new Army Regis 
ter have been sent down to the printer, and, with 
the exception of the index, which will take but a day 
or two’s work, the book is completed as far as the 
War Departmert is concerned. Allowing for the 
usual delays at the printing office, the Department 
expects to have the Register passing through the 
mails not later than February i. The actual num- 
ber of commissioned officers on the active list, as 
shown by the register on January 1, is 2,157, being 
nineteen less than the authorized number. Of these 
vacancies seventeen are iu the grade of 2d lieuten- 
ant and two in the list of chaplains. The casualty 
sheet will show 37 retirements from age and disa- 
bility, and 54 deaths to have occurred during the 
year. 








THE bill authorizing the Government to accept a 
tract of land near Chicago for a military site, which 
passed the Senate previous to the holidays, will be 
reported from the House Military Committee on 
Tuesday next, and General Brace expects to be 
able to have it passed by the House immediately. 
Some of the Chicago people are so confident that 
the bill will become a law that they are already 
urging the Appropriation Committee to provide 
means for the construction of barracks and quart- 
erson thesite. It is not likely, however, that any- 
thing beyond the acceptance of the land will be 
done this session. General SHERIDAN is deeply in- 
terested in the matter, and it is expected that he 
will have the plans and everything in readiness to 
present to Congress at the next session. 








THE $6,000,000 fortification bill continues its 
peaceful slumber in the desk of Senator Dawes, 
where it was left by the conference committees in 
August last, notwithstanding the war of words that 
is going on on the outside to awaken Congressional 
interest on this all important subject. When the 
new conferees were appointed immediately after the 
assembling of the present session, it was pre- 
sumed that they would fcome together at once, and 
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that an agreement of some kind would have been 
reached ere this; but not a single meeting has yet 
been held, and, from the lack of interest some of 
the members display, there is no telling when they 
will assemble. Mr. Randall said the other day that 
he presumed a meeting would be held as soon as 
Representative Forney returned from his holiday 
vacation, but was not certain. Those who are ac- 
quainted with some of the conferees say that it mat- 
ters little whether a meeting is held or not, as it is 
impossible for an agreement to be reached. It is 
pretty well understood that Mr. Randall will not 
budge an inch from the stand taken by him and 
his followers in the previous consideration of the 
bill. It remains to be seen whether he cannot be 
outvoted in the Heuse. Those who wish to excuse 


Mr. Randall for the position he has taken say that . 


he is not unwilling that a reasonable sum should be 
appropriated for sea coast defences, but that it is 
his opposition to the present Chief of Ordnance 
that leads him to antagonize all measures that 
would increase the amounts to be handled by that 
official. 


THE Board on the revision of the Army Regula- 
tions, General Benét President, convened at the 
War Department on Monday, and immediately 
settled down to work. The labor of revision will 
necessarily be very long and tedious, but the Board 
has started in very ambitiously, and with the full 
purpose of completing the work at the earliest date 
possible. General Benét and Colonel Scott having 
other duties to perform, will not be able to devote 
the full quota of working hours each day to Board 
duty, but by spending a few hours in the morning 
in the Board room, the other two members, Colonel 
Otis and Lieutenant Davis, will be able to continue 
the work as mapped out by the full Board in the 
evenings. The work of making the changes which 
have occurred since the last edition of the Regula- 
tions will not be so difficult as that of obliterating 
much of the matter that they propose to leave out 
of the new edition. There are many of the provi- 
sions that are contained in other books of refer- 
ence, but before striking them out the Board must 
first find out where else they are to be found. It 
is the Board’s opinion now that the book can be re- 
duced to at least half its present size, but they 
recognize that the work of “sifting” is not an 
easy one, and that they may have to change their 
calculations as they progress. It is thought that at 
least a year will be required to get all the manu- 
script in shape. An appropriation will then be 
needed for the printing, and several months will 
elapse before the work is ready for issue. 











As WE stated last week, “The Danish Government, 
itis reported, is about to iacrease their navy by 9 
ironclads and 28 torpedo boats.’’ The population of 
Denmark proper is about 2,000,000: the annual rev 
enue of the government is not far from $14,000,000. 
Its most populous city, Copenhagen, with its sub- 
urbs contains less than 300,000 souls. The statement 
we quote shows that either Denmark or the United 
States is in the wrong, as the two nations ure moving 
on diametrically opposite lines. 








THE State Soldiers’ Home, of Michigan, situated 
three miles from Grand Rapids, was formally dedi- 
cated December 30.

Cham- 
bers, the youngest of the four, is now Captain of 
the i5th Infantry. General Davjg B. McKibbin has 
beev a soldjer from boyhood, for he served in_ the 
Mexican War when only sixteen years of age. When 
but twenty-four years nf age he was given a Second 
Lieutenancy ir the Regular Army. He came out of 
the war as Major of Cavalry in the Regular Army, 
and he now occupies that position on the retired list. 


In accordance with the Act of Congress of Dee. 
21, the President this week nominates William P. 
Chambliss, late Major 4th Cavalry, to be a Major on 
the retired list of the Army. This is regarded as an 
exceptionally meritorious case, and Army officers, 
as well as many others, will be glad to hear of his 
confirmation, and wish for him a long enjoyment of 
the emoluments accompanying his commission. 
Major Chambliss first entered the service of his 
country, when a mere youth, as an officer in the 
Tennessee Volunteers, and served throughout the 
Mexican War. He re-entered the Army as a Lieu- 
tenant of Cavalry in 1855 and served continuously 
until he resigned m 1867, sharing the dangers of the 
Peninsular campaign, during which, at the battle of 
Gaines’s Mill, he was dangerously wounded, literally 
riddled with ball and left on the battlefield for ten 
days; when removed to the sick ward of bby 

on he was placed on a cot on which bad di 
the day before a Union officer sick with erysipelat, 
and was soon attacked with the same disease 
his wounds, escaping death by a miracle.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

COLONEL JULIAN MCALLISTER, Ordnance Corps, 
U.S. Army, died at Governor's Island, New York 
City, on Monday evening of this week, January 3 
after a brief illness. His disease was septicemia 
following cystitis. He leaves a widow and two 
daughters, who were with him when he died. Col- 
onel McAllister was the senior ot his grade in the 
Ordnance Corps and was an officer distinguished for 
long and meritorious service, aud a genial and kindly 
gentleman, with hosts of friends in and out of the 
Army, and more especially upon the Pacific Coast. 
He was a native of New York and entered the Mili- 
tary Academy, July 1, 1843, was graduated July 1, 
1847, and promoted 2d Lieutenant, 2d U.S. Artillery. 
He served in the Mexican War. In 1848 he was 
transferred to the Ordnance Corps, and was for four 
years stationed at the Watervliet Arsenal. West 
Troy. In 1852 he was transferréd to the St. Louis 
Arsepal. In 1853 he was promoted to 1st Lieutenant, 
and was stationed at Fort Monroe. In 1857 he went 
to Richmond on foundry duty. He afterward re- 
moved to the Benicia Arsenal, near San Francisco. 
The outbreak of the war found him in command of 
this areenal. During the war he served as Chief of 
Ordnance of the Department of the Pacific. He was 
promoted Captain, July, 1861, and was successively 
brevetted Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, and Colonel 
for faithful services, zeal, and ability. He was pro- 
moted Major, April6, 1866; Lieutenant-Colonel, June 
27, 1874, and Colonel, June 1, 1881. He remained at 
Benicia Arsénal for nineteen years, and in June last 
came East to take charge of the New York Arsenal 
on Governor's Island and be Pres’t of the Ordnance 
Board. He wasaclassmate of Col. John Hamilton, 
5th U. 8S. Art.; Generals O. B. Willcox, J. B. Fry, 
A. E. Burnside, H. G. Gibson, John Gibbon, R. B. 
Ayres, and W. W. Burns, Col. C. L. Best, 4th U.S. 
Art., and other distinguished officers. His death 
will be sincerely regretted by hosts of friends, for 
he and hisfamily were extremely popular. He would 
have reached his 64th year, Oct. 29, 1887. The remains 
were taker to West Point for interment, on Thurs- 
day, from Governor’s I:land, where the funeral ser 
vices took place. Major-General Schofield and staff, 
the entire garrison of Fort Columbus, and numerous 
friends were present, and everything was done toat- 
test the respect in which the deceased officer was 
held. 


Cuter ENGINEER ROBERT DanBy, U. S. Navy, 
who died at his residence in Brookiyn, December 381, 
1886, was a native of Delaware, und entered the Ser- 
vice in 1845, and attained the grade of Chief Engi- 
neer, June 26, 1856. He was retired from active ser- 
vice, August, 1882. One who knew him well says: 
‘He hada varied experience and a knowledge of 
nearly every part of the world. Through all his ex- 
perience in Mexico and on the Japan and China 
cousts he always waintained in the vessels of the old 
Navy the reputation of being one of the best officers 
of the Service. In the war he displayed a scientific 
eapacity that marked his record as oue of the clev- 
erest men in ibe handling of the enormous labors of 
several departments, especially for the repairs of a 
great fleet. Hewasa gentleman of the most pleas- 
ant manners, apd very popular.’’ Six years ago 
Chief. Eugineer Danby was out driving and was 
thrown from his carriage, receiving severe injuries, 
from which he never really recovered. He lay for 
several days at that time between life and death. He 
leaves a family. The funeral took place on Tuesday. 
Tbere was 2 large attendance on the part of old 
frieniis, Masons from Mariner’s Lodge and the 
Orient Commandery, of which the deceased was long 
amember. A guard from the Marine Corps was de- 
tailed for the occusion, accompanied by the Navy, 
yard Band, uuder command of Capt. E. P. Meeker- 
assisted by Lieuts. Gulick and Karmany. 


CoLtoneL WILLIAM H. Woop, U.S. Army, retired, 
died at Pass Christian, Miss., Jan. 1, 1887. He was a 
native of Massachusetts and entered the Military 
Academy from that State in 1841; was graduated in 
1845, and promoted Brevet 2d Lieutenant of the 7th 
lnfautry. He served with distinction in the Mexi- 
can War, being present at Cerro Gordo, Contreras, 
Churubusco, Chapultepec, etc., being then a 2d Lieu- 
tenant, 3d U.S. Infantry. After that war he served 
at many posts throughout the country, and when 
the Rebellion broke out had attained the rank of 
Captain. In May, 1861, he was promoted Major, 17th 
lufantry, and participated in the Manassas campaign 
as. Assistant [nspector-General on the staff of Gen. 
McDowell. He was afterwards on duty as Assistant 
Provost Marshal-Genera] of the Army or the Poto- 
mac and other responsible positions. In 1863 he was 
promoted Lieutenant-Colonel, Ist lnfantry, and Feb. 
22, 1869, Colonel, 17th Infantry, afterwards unas- 
signed, and in 1870 transferred to the 11th Infantry. 
He was retired June 26, 1882, and then took up his 
residence at Pass Christian. Col. Wood was a thor- 
ougbly efficient officer and a kindly gentleman, and 
many of his old comrades in arms, yet alive, will 
sincerely mourn his death. 


GENERAL Wi1ii1amM Wine Lorine, formerly of the 
C. S. Army, then of the Confederate Army, and 
afterwards of the Egyptian Army, died at the St. 
Denis Hotel, New York City, Dec. 30, of pleuro- 
pneumonia, in the sixty-nimth year of his age. His 
career was an eventful one. Koro in North Caro- 
lina, he me in early childhood a resident of 
Florida, and at the age of fourteen was in the ranks 
of the volunteers fighting Indians in the swamps 
and hummocks of that State. On reaching his ma- 
ority he was elected a member of the State Assem- 

ly. On the breaking out of the Mexican War a 
regiment of mounted rifles was raised, in which be 
was commissioned a captain, promoted to major, 
end at the close of the conflict was brevetted lieu- 
tenant-colonel and colonel. He lost his left arm 
while leacing his regiment into the Belen Gate of 
Mexico. During 1849, on the outbreak of the gold 
fever in California, Col. Loring was ordered to cross 
the continent with his regiment and take command 
of the Department of Oregon, which position he 
held until 1851. His march at that time, a distance 
of 2.500 miles, with atrain of 600 mule teams, was 
considered the greatest military feat on record. In 
1851 he was placed in commana of the Rio Grande 
frontier, which he held for five years, having during 
that time several engagements with the Indians, 
which resulted in his obtaining the full commission 
of colonel in December, 1856. In 1858 Col]. Lorin 
marched his regiment to Utah Territory and too 
part, under the command of Gen. A. 8. Johnston, in 
what was known as the “* Mormon War.” When the 
campuign closed he obtained leave to visit Europe 
and spent one year in studying the armies of the 
foreign Powers. On his return he was placed in 
command of the Department of New Mexico, but 
resigned the same year to take a commission in the 
Confederate Army. After the close of the war he 
was first appointed inspector-general of the Egyp- 
tian Army, andin 1870 was made commandant of 
Alexandria and given vbarge of the coast defences 
ot Egypt. He was second in command of the army 
during the Abyssinian War, in 1875 and 1876. and was 
engaged in the two battles fought in the Valley of 
Gura. He was raised to the dignity of Fereek Pacha 
and was decorated with the orders of Osmauveyah 
and Medjideyah for his services. He returned home 
in 1879, and came to New York in 1880, where he 
wrote bis book, ** The Confederate Soldier in Egypt.” 
At the time of his death be was engaged on a sketch 
of his own lite: On Sunday funeral services took 
place at Grace Church, the pall. bearers being Major- 
Gen. J. M. Schofield, U.S. A., Gen. C. M. Wilcox, 
Gen. R. Ingalls, U. 8. A., Gen. Roger A. Pryor, Gen. 
Charles P. Stone, Gen. G. W. Smith, Gen. T. P. 
Dockery, Gen. John Newton, U.S. A., Gen. Martin 
T. MeMahon, Col. Chaill4 Long, Col. J. R. Ogden, 
Col. J. Hanson Thomas, J. L. Snead, Col. W. G. 
Tallaferro, Col. G. T. Ferris, and Col. J. R. Sadler. 
After the services the remains were placed tem- 
porarily in the Marble Cemetery, New York City,

Heyl. U. 8. Navy, Col. E. M. Heyl, Insp.-Gen., and 
Lieut. U. H. Heyl, 23d Inf., U. 8. Army, and also of 
Mrs. W. J. Sewell, wife of Gen. Sewell, U. S. Senator 
from New Jersey. Her vature was endowed with 
all the qualities that combine to illustrate true wo- 
manly character. L[ustinctively generous, she was 
naturally cbaritable. Her pleasant, cordial manner 
wore always the same evenness of true hospitality, 
and in her impulses—al ways kind and good—she was 
untiring iu her efforts to relieve those in need. 
Those who knew her as a friend loved her, those 
who knew her as a benefactor worshipped ber, 
though in her good works she ever avoided ublic- 
ity. and in bestuwing charity she made it a pleasure 
to accept from her. She was public-spir'ted to the ex- 
tent of patriotism, and ber good acts during the late 
war will keep her memory bright as a friend to the 
soldier. In ber household she was a loving and de- 
voted mother, and her family were drawn to her by 
the strongest bond of loveand affection. She dieu 
as she bad lived, sweet, peacefully, a true Christian, 
a firm friend, and fond mother. The great loss sus- 
tained by the family is shared by her many loving 
friends, who bow with them in sorrow in this hour 
of their greatest bereavement. 


GENERAL ALBERT GALLATIN LAWRENCE, a promi- 
nent citizen of New York and Newport, R. L., and a 
Nant officer during the war, died at the Everett 
ouse, New York City, Jan.1. He entered the vol- 
unteer service as Ist Lieutenant of the 54th New 
York Infantry, Dec. 1, 1862, was captain of the 2d 
U. 8. colored cavalry, and a member of Gens. But- 
ler’s and Ames’s staffs. He did good service in sev- 
eral battles, but gained special renown when he led 
the assault at fort Fisher, N. C.. and was wounded 
five times while placing the flag on the rampart. 
On account of wounds, his left arm was amputated 
below the elbow. He received the thanks of the 
Rhode Island Legislature for his services and was 
brevetted through successive grades and became 
brevet Brigadier-General of Volunteers, March 25, 
1865, and was mustered out Jan. 10, 1866. The funeral 
took place from St. Mark’s Church, New York, on 
Tuesday afternoon. There wasa large attendance, 
including a delegation from the Loyal Legion. The 
allbearers were Gov.

GenERAL Geo. W. PatmeER. for many years a 
prominent citizen of New York, died at his resi- 
dence, 317 East 124th street, New York City, Jan. 2, 
ot chronic pneumonia. In 1861 he was assistant clerk 
in the U. S. Senate, and soon after Sumter was fired 
on assisted in the defence of the bridges leading 
from Virginia toward the National Capital. Soon 
afterward he received an appointment in the War 
Department, and for two years served in the Quar- 
termaster-Geperal's Office. Then he was appo 2 
Captain and Provost Marshai of the 3lst District o 
New York. ln December, 1864, he became Gov, 





Fenton’s military secretary, and in the spring fol- 
lowing was appointed Commissary General of Ord- 
nance of the Stateof New York, with the rank of 
Brigadier-General. In 1868 he was also charged 
with the duties of Quartermaster-General of the 
State. Since the war be has held many responsible 
positions, and was an exceedingly popular gentle- 
man. 


Masor P. K. Horean, formerly of the 69th New 
York, and a brave soldier in the 88th New Yor 
Volunteers during the war, died a few days ago in 
San Francisco, where he recently went for the bene- 
fit of his health. He went out in 1861, and served 
through gill the battles of the Peninsula; wasseverely 
‘wounded in the foot at tbe battle of Savaze’s Sta- 
tion, June 28, 1862, but refused to leave the field. 
His company was cut et to pieces at the battle 
of Antietam, Sept. 17, 1862. He was again severely 
wounded in the hip at the battle of Fredericksburg, 
and was mentioned in orders by Major-Gen. Han- 
cock for bravery at the latier battle. 


Frep. J. KARCHER, well-known in the militia and 
G. A. R. circles of Brooklyn, a soldier of the war, 
and for many years a faithful employee of the 

uartermasier’s Department, U.S. Army, in New 

ork City, died Jan. 1, at his home in Brooklyn, of 
consumption. He had many friendsin and out of 
the Army, who cherished him for his generous na- 
ture as well as -his kindly eccentricities, and it can 
truthfully be said of him that he was “a good fellow 
all round.” His funeral on Wednesday was attended 
by many of bis fellow-clerks from the Army Build- 
ing, New York.

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THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


WITH reference to wg oe to the Military 
Academy, tue Board of Visitors say in their annual 
report: 

Recognizing the fact that the pay of an individual cadet Is 
small compared with the total expenses of the Academy, 
the Board consider that it would he an act of sound policy 
to ove te the President the authority to appoint ten cadets 
each year—not only as ameans of maintaining the strength 
of the corps, but also of providing for many deserving young 
med who can in no other way secure admittance to the 
Academy. It was probably intended by conferring this 
power upon the President to afford an opportunity for the 
appointment of sons of Officers of thé Army, who, by reason 
of their duties, hao no permanent residence in any ange 3 
sional district, and by a natural sequence the Cay oy 
who served in the last war as “volunteers” have their 
claims recognized in the number appointed by the President. 
The applicants for these appointments are very numerous, 
and the solicitations very pressing. If this number should 
be still further increased, by authorizing each United States 
Senator to name a cadet, it is believed that there would be 
still (through incidental circumstances) an average number 
of cadets less than the total number allowed by law. 

The great value to the “ country at large” of the technicai 
education acquired at W:st Point, unlike in its theory and 
practice to that of any other institution, cannot be overes- 
timated. So impressed was Gen. Grant, after his very extra- 
ordinary experience as the head of the great armies of the 
Republic, with the value of the United States Military Acad- 
emy to the nation, that he asserted as his fi:m conviction, as 
a Sy bd py policy, that the number of cadets should 
be inc to 1,000, from which an annual selection should 
be made of those required for military service, while the re- 
mainder of those graduating each year and not required for 
public service, would, by being disseminated throughout the 
country, add to the ranks of the people men of scientific at- 
tainments for the arts in peace and “ ready-soldiers” in the 
event of war. The fact that the average number of vacan- 
cies in the army list exceeds the number of graduates is an 
additional reason why the range of appointments should be 
extended. 

The Board describe the system of discipline at the 
Academy, and say of it: 

On the whole the impression given to the Board by the 
general conduct and bearing of the cadets ts that of a 
thoroughly disciplined body ef young men under perfect 
control, respecting themselves and ove another, as well as 
the officers placed over them. They exhibit a modest de- 
meanorand a manly tone, attending to their duties with 
promptness and alacrity. All bear mark of a healthy and 
vigorous mental and physical activity. Those who have 
been familiar with the institution in the past express the 
belief that the moral element is in advance of what it was 
in former years. The Board feels that it is due to General 
Merritt and the tactical officers under him that they should 
express their unreserved approbation of the manner in 
— they have fulfilled the responsible task assigned to 

The Board do uot think that the Academic Board 
are the best judges as to text-books. They say: 

As the time of the Professor of Engineering is necessarily 
closely occupied with his duties during the whole Academic 
term, it issuggested that an officer of Engineers. experi- 
enced in field operations and especially qualified by thought 
and study for such duty, be detailed for duty at the Acad- 
emy to aid the Professor of Engineering in revising the 
course. Itis believed that this would be the most expedi- 
tious and De ery way of accomplishing what is impera- 
tively needed—a better knowledge of the advanced condi- 
tion of the art of war. And this should be done periodicallv, 
for the reason that text-books on this subject, having ne- 
pon pny | a limited circulation, are rare books, published 
only at long intervals, aud are seldom in accord with the 
times in the information they contain. 

They also ask if sufficient care is taken to secure 
special aptitude for teaching in the constant de- 
tailing and changing of nearty fifty instructors, and 
whether when this special aptitude is discovered it 
prevents the trunsfer of the officer to other duty, 
simply as a question of detail and nothing else. 
They do not think that the ethical course sufficiently 
tends to produce tbat habit of clear enunciation 
and that power of constructing the English lan- 
guage, so essential to a finished education. There is, 
from one cause or another, * a habit of hesitation in 
speech, a useless repetition of words, and a want cf 
confidence in the methods and manner of stating 
conclusions.”’ 

The Board held up all their hands in favor of the 
retention of Captain Spurgin in his present position 
and dwell witn great earnestness upon his excellent 
management of fiscal affairs, especially in providing 
for the bodily needs of the cadets. ** Cooks,” they 
declare, ‘are the eurse of the Army; they destroy 
more lives than the cannon of the enemy. and can 
do more to disable an army than a pitched battle.”

In June last Capt. J. W. Pope, Assistant Quarter- 
muster, U.S. A., reported as follows on the Army 
shoe: 

Some complaint having been made on account of the post 
shoes breaking ut the inner ball of the foot, which investiga- 
tion indicated has been caused by the cutting of the upper 
by the teather of the inrer sole, by large needles ur close 
stitching, and by the flat. inflexible shape of the last, 
these detects were remedied by liring the shoe with duck, 
by rounding the feather of the inner sole, using a. smalier 

le, and the adoption of a Waukeophast last with more 
spring. By om:tting one fold of caliskin at the heel, rend- 
ered useless by the lining, the cost of the duck lining was 
more than compensated, nor have the other changes added 
to the cost of the shoes. The Q. M. Generat has also author- 
ized the following slight changes in the post shoes. which 
are believed to add to the appearance with very little. if 
any, additional cost: The lowering of the upper three- 
fourths of an inch, the adoption of -inen iastead of porpoise 
laces, and of a goatskin tongue Complaint was also made 
of the sewed cavalry boots breiking in the back seam 
above the heel, which has been remedicd by sewing the 
seam on the outside instead of the insije and sewing a strip 
over the whole back seam. As this does away with the pro- 
cess of turning, very little work is thereby added to the 
manutacture of these boots. New specifications for the 
campaign and post shoes and cavalry boots, made on the 
Waukenphast lusts, have been approved by the Q. M. Gen- 
eral, and all new work will be done on Waukenpbast lasts. 
I invite attention to the tact that the least satisfactory part 
of the work in this shop is that done by the welt machines ; 
stitcbes are often dropped, materials wasted and six pri- 
soners are kept cobbling aiter the two welt mac*in Tr 
would grcatly improve the quality of the work «nd increase 
the value of the footwear far wevens the additional coet, if 
this could be done by band; to do so would require about 
ninety additional prisoners and increased shop roow. 
strongly recommend that this be done as soon as practicable.

Sir: The Department duly received your letter of 
the 21st ultimo, with its accompaniments, concerning 
= action in assessing ts on certain goods lately 

rought by officers of the United States Navy inte 
your part from foreign countries on board the Uni- 
_ States training ships “ Portsmonth” and *“ Sara- 


Upon inspection of the list submitted by you, and 
examination of your report and statement of Com- 
mander Gridley, ,commanding the said vessels, it 
would seem that the goods in question may be prop- 
erly divided into four classes, viz.: 

irst. Certain wines |g ~py - abroad by the ca- 
terers of the messes, and in use for consumption on 
board the vessels by members of the mess and their 
visitors ; 

second. Certain articles of wearing apparel— 
clothing, gloves, etc.—brought for the officers’ own 


use; 

Third. Certain wines and other articles which 
may be for the household use of such officers; 

Fourth. Certain articles, including wines, gloves. 
clothing, etc., imported for the use of persons other 
than the officers bringing the same. 

The tirst two classes mentioned, namely, the wines 
for the use of the messes. of the vessels, and which, 
as it is understood, are to remain on board the ves- 
sels, and the articles of clothing, gloves, etc., brought 
by the officers for their own use, are,in tbe opinion 
of the Department, entitled to free entry. 

The urticles covered by the last two classes are, 
however, liable to duty, and the necessary steps 
should be taken by you for collecting the same. 

Inasmuch, however, as under the statute merchan- 
dise cannot be Se por under apy pretence ina 
vessel of the United States, no entries of the said ar- 
ticles can be permitted, but the articles herein de- 
cided to be dutiable may be delivered to the owners 
upon the payment of fines equal to the duties prop- 
erly accruing thereon, provided you are satisfied 
that there was no intention on the part of the owners 
to commit a fraud upon the revenue. 

The course berein suggested 1s that which is recom- 
mended by the Solicitor of the Treasury, to whom 
the documents were submitted, and who also advises 
that, io his opinion, no penalties bave been incurred 
by the officers in the premises unless fraud can be 
shown.

The Quinnebaug 
left Geneva Nov. 11, arriving at Gibraltar on the 
17th, from whence she sailed to Teneriffe, Nov. 23, ar- 
riving Dec. 2. 

THE work of transferring equipment plant from 
the Washingtou Navy-yard is now in progress. 
Comdr. Schley, chief of the Equipment Bureau, pro- 
poses to get all his material to Norfolk first. and send 
it from there to Boston on hired vessels. Tbe trans- 
fer from Wasbington to Boston will be effected be- 
fore Feb. 1, when the Boston Navy-vard wiil be 
taken charge of by the Equipment Bureau. The 
equipment plaat and supplies in the other Yards 
will be truusferred gradually during the year, there 
being no immediate requirement for anything out- 
side of the Washington Nuvy-yard. 

‘THE bourd on concentration of Naval supplies and 
purchases, consistingof Capt. Brown, Pay Inspector 
Billings and Paymr. Stancliff, has decided to study 
the system of keeping accounts used by several of 
the largest American corporations. On Thursday 
they visited Philaflelpbia with letters of introduc- 
tion from Secretary Whitney to the officials of the 
Pennsylvania Railrood Company, and expect to 
spend several duys over the books of the company. 
They will .ben proceed to Altoona to inspect the 
supply depot of the road, witha view to using many 
of its features in ihe New York Navy-yard, the pro- 
posed general supply depot for the Navy. 

THE cruiser Chicago, now having her engines put 
in at Roach’s yard, Chester, Pu., where the hull was 
built, will be ready in about a month to follow the 
Boston and Atlanta to the Brooklyn Naval Yard to 
have tbe rigging and furniture added. It isexpected 
it will be ready four months at least before the 
Boston is ready to bave ber engimes tested. The 
advertisements for the sale of the United States 
steamer Tennessee. recently condemned under the 
law of August 5, 1882, because it would require to 
repair ber more than 24 per cent. of what it would 
cost now to construct an entirely new ship of the 
same kind, are being prepared, and will be published 
soon. 

E¥Forts are being made by Jobn Ericsson to in- 
duce Congress to provide for the purchase by the 
Government of bis new torpedo boat the Destroyer, 
for the defence of New York Harbor. 8. (. Busb- 
nell, whois in Washiugtou as Mr. Ericsson’s repre- 
sentative, expects to be beard on tbe subject this 
week by the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 
The famous inventor of the Monitor offers the 
Destroyer for $112,000, which. be says, is less than the 
vessel cost to copstruct, but if the Destruyer proves 
satisfactory Mr. Ericsson desires the privilege of fur- 
nishing the Government with ten similar vessels of 
somewhat larger size, at a cost of $200,000 each. 
Eleven such vessels, the inventor asserts, will be 
sufficient to protect all our coast harbors from 1n- 
vasions of foreign enemies, 

Tue Moscow Gazette draws attention to the fact 
that, in 1866, the late emperor issued « ukase in 
which he ordered that ‘all government and public 
institutions, whatsoeyer they might be, were to pur- 
chase whatever steamboats they required at home, 
no matter what inconvenience might ensue there- 
from.”’ Twenty years have elapsed sir.ce this order 
was issued, and the Moscow zette declares it to 
have béen throughout tbat period a dead letter. The 
worst offenders bave been the Ministers of Finance, 
Marine, War and Waysof Communication; and after 
them the municipal councils of the riverine towns 
and the various subsidized companies. The Minis- 
ter of Crown Domains alone has remained faithful 
througho't, but, as he has only purchased two or 
three little steamers to convey himself and his offi- 
cials on the canals, his support to the native ship- 
building industry has not been of much value.

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CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 


WE have already quoted the statement of the 
senior Inspector-General to the effect that there is 
not a bad or poor regiment in the Army. This is 
one ot those general remarks the meaning of which 
lies in its application. Doubtless, there is not a 
drunken or mutinous regiment in the Service, but 
does the Inspector-General mean to have it under- 
stood that every regiment in our Army is thor- 
oughly instructed in all the requirements of the sol- 
dier, that all our officers are vigilant and untiring in 
the discharge of their duties, and that all the ob 
ligations of the regulations are strictly observed ? 
If not, what is meant? Such generalizatiens are 
scarcely in place in a report from the Inspector. 
General’s Department, to which we look for specific 
information concerning the Army, that faults may 
be corrected, and a just discrimination made be- 
tween the faithful and the negligent. If it is not 
entirely clear what the Senior Inspector-General 
does mean, we may, perhaps, be able to form some 
idea of what he does not mean by turning to the 
report of one of his subordinates, Lieutenant-Colonel 
H. M. Lazetite, U. S. A., Inspector-General, De. 
partment of the Columbia. Colonel LazELLE makes 
some pungent criticisms upon the discipline, deport- 
ment, etc., of the troops in that Department, which 
formed the basis of a General Order by Major- 
General Howarp, to which we referred a few weeks 
ago. Colonel LAzELLE’s remarks are well worthy 


of attention. He says: 


While id exactions in the minutic of a soldier's life 
are apt to be irksome, yet there is a way to impress obsery- 
ance of details so that the pride of the man will be stamu- 
lated, since they embrace many of the elements that make 
to the recruit a military life attractive; and, besides, there 
is no question but that ferms and ceremonies, great and 
small, do, in their agnregate. largely affect discipline. These 
faults are not those of the enlisted men only, for the example 
at most ts is not set by the officers. 

Conspicuous among t smaller matters are failures of 
the men to give the tactical military salute; and of officers 
to exact it at al) times, and to properly return it. 

The proper dress for the day or season is not usually pre- 
scribed by the commanding cer, and there is nct unfre- 
wy worn by officers a mixture of uniform and citizen 

ress, or of a dress only partially that required for the occa- 
sion ; or the uniform is not worn as it is intended to be worn: 
of course, in the face of this practice, the enlisted man is too 
oe to regulate his own dress y—_ and it follows that 
there is much carelessness in dress. Unauthorized straw or 
felt hats are worn by officers and by enlisted men: blouses 
of the men are worn unbuttoned in imitation of similar 
laxity of dress by their officers; trousers of the men, when 
not under arms, are not unfrequently seen rolled on one or 
both legs, and the coat or blouse is often soiled, or even very 
dirty. At some posts ed men are allowed to drive in 
ca about and through the garrison; and at some to 
go on pass in citizen dress, 

There is not unfrequently insufficient weight given by 
officers to the effect of their own bearing in the presence of 
the men, and not sufficient importance attached to main- 
taining at all times dignity of official conduct, andin ex- 
tending tothe soldier the politeness and patience due him 
and de of him toward his superiors.

upon the enlisted men an erect carriage and soldierly bear- 
ing. This, and other failures, some of which have been 
noticed, combine to effect that marked contrast so promi- 
nent between the cleanly, well set up, trim and military 
looking soldier, the ideal of the military service of every 
country, and the average enlisted man of our own garrisons, 


Under the special head of ‘ Discipline,” Colonel 
LAZELLE points out many failures and neglects 
which seriously affect the best interests of the Ser- 
vice. Among them we note: The use of public 
horses and vehicles for private purposes, expressly 
prohibited ; the failure to publish at garrison par- 
ade formations—by the adjutant—Department, 
Division and War Department orders, and to pub- 
lish the Articles of War, as required : 

The failure of commissioned officers of companies to 
attend the roll calls of reveille, retreat and tattoo, as re- 
quired; the galloping, unnecessarily, of public horses. To 
the uirements—not observed—embraced in paragraphs 
177. 178, 179, 180. 181, 182 and 183, A. R., as to the management 
of companies, troops an‘ batteries. To the care of public 
horses by yo ne troop commanders, as laid down in 
paragraphs 301, 302. 305, 304. 305 and 309, A. R., and not car- 
ried out. To the frequent examination of the clothing of . 
the enlisted men and to the proper marking of the same, 
To the suppl ying of companies and xeeping on banda full 
amount of barrack chairs, ammunition, stencil, faticue 
suits, canteen covers, pistol belts for sergeants, and all other 
improved and extended allowances now accorded enlis' 
men. To the want of attention given to post schools by 
company anc commanding officers. To the regulation of 
prices of post traders, the failure of post commanders to 
enforce recitations of men and officers, the failurg of com- 
pany commanders to keep in a complete manner their com- 
pany books and records, the failure of company officers to 
make proper inspections of their companies, and of the use 
of oil lamps in barracks, as required, the failure of company 
Officers to inquire at once and on the spot into all cases of 
confinements of men of their companies by non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

There is nota t in the Department at which the regula- 
tion that there shall be one dress parade daily, the weather 
permitting. is observed; nota troop of cavalry where the 
regulation respecting the stuffing of horses’ feet, and but 
one where that of the troop stable guard is carried out ; but 
a few companies where the prices allowed for altering cloth- 
ing are these laid down in the Regulations,and no more; 
not a company where the police regulations for police of 
companies and the care of arms, smmunition, equipments, 
as laid down on page 25, A. R., are fully carriea out. 

In closing this portion of his report he says : 

The enlisted man should be given clearly and definitely to 
understand that he has the privilege at all times of access 
to his company commander, unrestrained in any manner by 
the non-commissioned officers of the company, and without 
asking their permission; and they should be further made 
to fully understand that they also have the right of appeal 
at any time to the commanding officer of the post. Develop- 
ments at some poztsshow that this is not the case, and that 
the privilege of an mterview with the commanding officer 
of the company is made to depend too much on the consent 
of the non-commissioned officers. 

Under the head of ‘* Post Schools,” he says : 

Instruction should not be left as now, to the whim of the 
enlisted men, but, as it is imposed bylaw as a military meas- 
ure, and is made a feature of the soldier’s duty and_ position, 
it d be enforced by exacting methods, and all enlisted 
men should be compelled to poy attend post school in- 
struction. I desire especially to point out and to make con- 
spicuous the fact that post schools are now utterly ineffectual 
in this Department, simply through the tailure of command- 
ing officers of posts to enforce attendance ; thus placing the 
very existence of the school at tne will of the enlisted man 
and allowing him to judge of its usefulness. 

These extracts furnish matter for grave reflection. 
No one doubts that our Regular troops when cailed 
upon for active service will cheerfully and effi- 
ciently perform the duty required of them, but the 
country has a right to expect as well, a rigid and 
constant attention to the minutiz of garrison rou- 
tine. No officer or enlisted man has the shadow of 
a right to complain that the military duties re- 
quired in time of peace are irksome or laborious, or 
even to indicate bythe slightest inattention that 
any of the daily routine is deemed unnecessary. 
We are aware that its constant repetition, year in 
and year out, in a spirit wholly perfunctory, is 
wearisome, but this is because listlessness and in- 
difference are allowed to take the place of the zeal 
and active interest which should characterize 
aman in the practice of his chosen profession. 
As we said a few days ago, in referring to disci- 
pline in the militia, upon the officers rests a 
heavy responsibility in this matter, and to shirk 
it, even in the slightest degree, is to violate the sol- 
emn obligations of their office. The officers of our 
Army are not under the same stimulus of im- 
perative necessity in practicing the routine of 
their profession, which impels those whose 
daily living depends upon it, but the obligation 
upon them is none the less exacting. It is a dett 
of honor from which there should be no escape. 


STEEL AND COMPOUND ARMOR. 


In view of the importance of the question of armor 
and guns it is most unfortunate that pecuniary inter- 
ests should be suffered to bias the judgment of some of 
our officers in considering the claims of rival manus 
facturers. The effect of this is shown in the attefapt 
to make it appear that the question of armor has 
been practically closed in favor of steel. How fac 
this is from being the case is shown by the state. 
ment that no country is yet committed to steel as 
against compound armor, and that of fourteen coun- 
tries which have made use of armor but four have 
used steel at all, the others adopting compound ar- 
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mor. The list as given by that excellent authority, | 


the London Engineer, is: England, compound; Ar- 
gentine Republic, compound ; America, compound, 
(but we fancy steel will be tried, it adds); Austria, 
compound; Brazil, compound; China, compound; 
Denmark, compound; France; compouad and steel; 
Germany, compound; Holland, compound; Italy, 
Italia only compound, the other vessels steel; Rus- 
sia, compound; Spain, steel recently ordered for one 
ship, compound talked of for another; Sweden, com- 
pound and steel. 

The makers, Engineer says, are for steel: Schnei 
der, at Creusot. For compound (on Ellis’ patent) : 
Brown, at Sheffield (and on Wilson’s patent) ; Cam 
mell, at Sheffield: Marrel, at Rive de Gier, Loire ; 
La Compagnie Anonyme des Forges, at Paris; La 
Compagnie des Hauts Fourneaux, St. Chamond; the 
Dillinger Works, in Germany; and Tjora Iron 
Works, Kolpino, St. Petersburg. 

At the conclusion of a long article summing up 
the question of steel and steel faced armor, the 
Engineer says: ‘‘We should be very glad to see 
steel tried in this country. The question of superi- 
ority is quite an open one yet. The prospects of 
success for solid steel would, we think, under pres. 
ent circumstances, much depend on the power to 
give it a harder face than has hitherto been given 
to it, coupled with a softer back. It must, also, we 
think, be showngto be free trom the liability to spon- 
taneous fracture or brittleness from atmospheric 
conditions. There is something pitiful in the ther 
mometer being consulted and in the circumstance 
of a steel plate having to be warmed before firing at 
it, as we are informed took place at Amager in the 
winter of 1883-1884. Should the Admiralty change 
their minds, and conclude that the fact of plates 
breaking through does not signify so long as they 
are held in the place by bolts, the prospects of steel 
in this country will be much improved; but com 
pound steel would, we think, in the long run, have 
a better chance than solid steel. S» long as we ex- 
pect to take down our plates intact and look at their 
backs after impact; and further, if we test them un- 
der oblique fire where a hard surface tells most, and 
if we back them well, we think solid steel is a long 
way from competing successfully with compound 
plates. At some future time steel may probably be- 
come more trustworthy, it may possibly eventually 
attain the property of elongating instead of cracking 
under the blows of shot; but this is almost saying 
what we all know, that steel is daily made more and 
more like wrought iron in a pure form. At present 
those who employ them on their ships must take a 
practical view of the matter and choose between the 
properties possessed by the two kinds of armor as 
they are now presented to us, or are likely to be 
presented for some time tocome. Compound armor, 
with a steel face and soft iron back, is likely to hold 
its own as the safest and most reliable plate for 
ships under present circumstances, while for facing 
granite or other hard material it has shown extra- 
ordinary powers.” 

The attempt to prejudge this question ought not 
to deceive our officers, now that the motives that 
prompt the expression of interested opinions have 
buen made apparent to them. They should bear in 
mind the fact that the question of armor is one 
which involves large pecuniary interests, and that 
the usual commercial methods will be taken to bias 
public opinion. We propose to set the question 
fairly before readers, and our columns are always 
open to the presentation of facts on either side of 
the controversy between steel and compound armor. 
We have said so much as we have concerning 
compound armor because of an obvious attempt 
to ignore oranisrepresent the facts concerning it. 








WE remember hearing a distinguisbed officer of 
the Navy once say that when he was a middy he 
would go on alark with a lot of roystering young 
fellows, and while the others filled themselves full 
he never drank a drop; yet he was soon the 
* drunkest of the party,” to judge from his actions 
“ and the evidence they gave of artificial exhilara- 
tion. This case would seem to furnish evidence in 
support of the novel theory propounded by Dr. 
T. D. Crothers, in the “ Alienist and Neuralogist,’’ 
to the effect that intoxication is contagious. The 
learned doctor claims that a perfectly sober man, 
brought in contact with drunken men, may become 
drunk himself to all practical intents, or an equally 
sober person, whose parents, one or both, were hard 
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drinkers, may, when exposed to some sudden men- 
tal shock, apparently become fully intoxicated. Dr. 
Crothers supports this remarkable hypothesis by a 
number of specific cases, one that of a society man 
who was very abstemious. “For several years it 
was noticed that after an hour or more spent in 
company of men who had been drinking he would 
take on their condition, and, like them, become in- 
toxicated. He would be with them hilarious or 
stupid, and use only coffee moderately, while the 
others drank wine. Sometimes these states would 
go so far as to make him stupid and unable to walk, 
and he would need the assistance of a guide and a 
carriage to get home. The next morning he would 
have a headache.”” Another case is that of a 
“wealthy farmer and strong temperance man” 
who was sent to Congress. *“ He formeda strong 
attachment for a hard drinking man in the same 
body, and after being in bis company for a few 
bours would walk and talk like him.’’ We have 
observed similar phenomena in cases where the 
“attachment” was not so strong, but where the re 
sults of association with a drinking party was 
equally remarkable, and equally unaccountable, 
according to the testimony of the party principally 
concerned when called upon to explain. The effect 
of so mild a beverage as *“ cold tea,’’ taken under 
similar convivial circumstances, is one of the re- 
cognized phenomena of Washington political life. 
We record the theory for the benefit of our readers, 
some of whom may possibly find it of use to them 
iu course of the varied experiences of a checkered 
life. Lf this theory had been propounded at an 
earlier date it would have been ot great service to 
gentlemen who have been called upon to explain, 
under circumstances similar to those that embar- 
rassed Mr. Travis when he retired to his domestic 
couch atan early hourin the morning with his hat on. 








Ir is notable, says the Philadelphia Press, how 
the Northern beroes have almost entirely faded 
from the list of political distinction. Grant, Hayes 
and Garfield were elected to the Presidency because 
they were distinguished on the field, and McClellan 
and Hancock, two of the most gallant Democratic 
soldiers of the land, were the competitors of Grant 
end Garfield in Presidential contests, but the last 
nationa: political conflict presented but one soldier 
out of the four candidates on the two great party 
tickets. While ConfdHerate heroes yet speak for 
almost every Southern State in the United States 
Senate, it is remarkable that the next Senate will 
have very few, if any, of the great warriors of the 
North. There is nota Republican soldier Senator 
from any of the States of the Pacific slope, and the 
three soldier Senators of the North who achieved 
national fame as warriors, are about to end their 
terms with no certainty of the re-election of either. 
General Joseph R. Hawley. of Connecticut; General 
W. J. Sewell, of New Jersey, and General Benjamin 
Harrison, of Indiana. If these three prominent 
Union soldiers shall be retired, the next Senate will 
not contain a single Union warrior of distinction. lo 
the South the leaders in the field are the leaders in 
the forum; the leaders in war are the leaders in 
peace. In the North, the leaders in war have faded 
away as the leaders in politics became masters; avd 
it is confessed that the leaders of both sides in the 
flume of battle, have done most to effave sectional 
estrangement and restore the Union to a common 
brotherhood. They have been generous in peace as 
they were heroic in war, and they have been scrup- 
ulous in their devotion to the liberty of law. 








CAPTAIN SicarRp, Commander Folger and Lieu- 
tenant Couden, of the Ordnance Bureau of the 
Navy, Captain Rogers Birnie, Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the Army,and Mr. Morgan, of the Columbia 
Iron Works, were at Annapolis on Thu: sday to wit- 
ness some experiments with the 5-inch steel gun fir- 
ing an armor piercing projectile against a sample 
armor plate submitted by the Midvale Steel Works. 
It is supposed that the exreriments were made for 
the purpose of establishiug certain theories in regard 
to thickness, weigbts, etc., of armor plates before 
issuing the steel circular which the Navy Depart- 
ment bus bad in course of preparation so long. It is 
stated that Captain Birnie will write a valuable 
peper on steel forgings for armor plates and gun 
construction, based upon the result of the trials at 
Annapolis. 





THE dynamite gun board convened at the Navy 
Department on Wednesday to consult with Presi- 
dent Schuyler, of the Gun Company, and his experts 
as to the professional requirements to be embraced 
in the specifications. Secretary Whitney, who takes 
considerable interest in the matter, was with the 
board for two hours on Wednesday and took an 
active partin the discussion. Again, on Thursday, 
he attended the meeting of the board. The board 
adjourned on Thursday subject to the call of the 
President, Captain Howell, after having effected 
an agreement with representatives of the company 





upon all the professiona! details of the specifi- 
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cations, submitted them to Colonel 'Remey. for his 
guidance in drawing up in legal! form the papers ne- 
cessary to close the contract with the company, as 
provided for by uct of Congress. 

SENATOR Epmunps, by direction of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, on Thursday. reported favor- 
ably the Nicaragua Canal bill. It creates Frederick 
Billings, Charles P. Daly, H. L. Hotchkiss, Francis 
A. Stout, W. B. Franklin, Danl. Ammen, Wm. Le 
Morty, Horace Davis, Edward F. Beale, James H. 
MocMullin, Sheppard Homans, and their associates 
and successors a body corporate under the name cf 
the “Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua,” fcr 
the purpose of enjoying all rights contained in any 
caval concession made to them by Nicaragua or 
Costa Rica. The capital stock shall consist of nct 
less than 500,000 or more than 1,000,000 shares of $10 
each, of which ten per cent. shall be payable at the 
time of subscription. The company’s affairs shall be 
managed by eleven directors, citizens of the United 
States and Nicaragua,of whom one may be appuint- 
ed by cach of the two countries. The tolls for 
parsage through the canal shall be reasonable and 
not in excess of $2.50 per ton of freight. The United 
States may exercise such control over the canal as is 
not inconsistent with treaty obligations. The privil- 
eges granted shall expire unless $10.000.000 of the 
capital stock is subscribed for within two years and 
work actually begun within four years. Congrces 

has power to ezlter, amend, or repeal the bill. 




















In an article on “Lives Shortened by the War” the 
Chicago Journal says: “Gen. Grant died at the age 
of 63. Gen. Logan died at the age of 63. Gen. Han- 
cock died at the age of Gl. Gen. McClellan died at 
the age of 60. Gen. Halleck died at 59. Gen. Geo. 
G. Meade died at 57. Gen. George H. Thomas died 
at 54. Gen. W. T. Sherman is the only one of the 
few greatest Generals of the war who has passed far 
beyond the fatal 63, and Farragut, its greatest naval 
hero, died at 69. Grant, Logan, Hancock and Mc- 
Clellan were men who. in the ordinary course of 
nature and in circumstances of peaceful life, would 
have lived, if not to extreme at least to advanced 
old age.” It is hard to trace any connection between 
war service and the deaths of Grant and Hancock. 
The heart symptoms of Logan and McClellan estab- 
lish a more defivite relation between the two. 








Aw editorial in the Chicago Arbeiter Zeitung of 
Dec. 29, concludes as follows: **When the capital- 
ists have created a standing Army.a military sta- 
tion, ‘ Fort Logan,’ that means civil war and death 
and destruction to the workingmen. The working- 
men, the small tradesmen, the farmers, ali thinking 
and liberty-loving men, have but one auswer for 
that, namely, arming. Arm yourselves with the 
cheapest, tbe best. the most effective arms—such as 
can be handled easiest—whether Gatling guns, Win- 
chester rifles, or pistols. Workingmen, be men! Do 
not stand by idle and without plan when your 
enemies are armivg to annibilate you. Your honor, 
your self-esteem, cemards this of you. Now there 
1s time, butit maysoon be too late.”” This article 
has, it is said, been laid before the State’s Attorney.

Tue following resolution of the St. Paul Chamber 
of Commerce, in regard to the enlargement of Fort 
Snelling, was presented in the House on Tuesday by 
Mr. White, of Mino.: 

Resolved, That the post at Fort Snelling, being one of the 
most, if not the most, available, bealthful and economical 
of the military sections of the United States, and its 
utilization a: a fourteen company post is demanded by the 
needs of the Northwest, and the best interests of the mili- 
tary service of the United States and that the necessary 
amount should, in the opinion of this chamber, be at once 
appropiiated for the purpose. 








In the passage of the West Point Appropriation 
Dill Congress bas approved the recommendatiocs of 
the Board of Visitors, including the reconstru:tion 
of the Academy building, giving to the depart- 
ments of philosophy and chemistry the facilitie 





they have so long needed; also better accommoda- 
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tions for the gymnasium, and, in addition, 16 sets of 
quarters for marriec soldiers, who are now very 
badly provided for,as wellas asuitable building 
for the Quartermaster’s stores and workshops. 








Ts House had a field day on Thursday on the bill 
to reorganize and consolidate the Bureaus of the 
Navy Department. Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, ind ex- 
Secretary Goff, of West Virginia, opposed the Dill. 
‘They endeavored to show that it was simply an- 
other phase of the old ‘fight between the staff and 
the Line and that the bill was framed from the ideas 
of Chiefs of Bureaus Harmony, Walker and Schley, 
who want to have control of the workings of the 
engineers; and subordinate the latter to the position 
of mere engine drivers, while they exercise the au- 
thority and get the credit for the work done by the 
engineers. They found in the present system a fur- 
ther division of our system of Government, 
similar to the sub-division of the other departments 
and about which no fault is found. The present bill, 
they argue, does not change the present system ex- 
cept to substitute for the present technical heads of 
bureaus pon-technical figure-heads, who must come 
between the Secretary and those who actually carry 
on the work. 








At the meeting of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce on Wednesday, Messrs. Ambrose Snow, Ed- 
ward L. Molineux. snd Norman 8. Bentley, from the 
Committee on Harbor Defence presented a long and 
interesting report on the condition of our coast de- 
fences and recommending the passage of a series of 
resolutions, which were adopted and have been for- 
warded to Washington. They are as follows: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Chamber any Jon, 
delay on the part of those whose duty is is to provide ade- 
quate protection fer our harbors is, in its judgment, intoler- 
ah'e in the view of the enormous ivterests expoeed to attack. 

B:solved, That this Chamber earnestly entreat the Govern- 
ment to enter upon the work of placing New York barbor in 


sucha condition of military defence as the exigency of the 
case js. and that as parts of such defence which can 
be made available at an early day, Congress be u to 
make at once the necessary appropriations to pro for 
perfecting for the large seaboard cities systems of torpedo 
detence and adequate mortar batteries, and that New York 
asthe chief of such cities, and the great storehouse of the 
nation’s movable wealth, has eepecial claims for immediate 
action by Congress for her protection. 

Resolved, Th t this Chum hereby urges upon Congress 
the prompt passairre of the measure lately introduced by 
Hon. 8. 8. Cox, of this city. providing for Beieoncepeiation 
ot $30.000,000 for seapcert ences, or a similar bill for the 
same object. 

The Committee severely arraign the Ordnance 
Depurtment, of which they say: “ By its ungener- 
ous treatment and apparently needless delays and 
exactions in dealing with inventors and manufac- 
turers the Ordnance Department has become, as 
openly charged. a costly obstruction and an in- 
effective assistance to the progress that ought to or 
might have been made by this country and its 
people, inventors and manufacturers, in the scieuce 
of ordnance. Your committee, not adopting this 
suggestion as their own, are yet impressed by the 
fact that neither England, France, Germany nor 
Italy has a bureau similar or kiudred to our vown 
Ordnance Department, nor has it by those nations 
been found necessary or desirable.” 








THE FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate Military Committee did not bavea 
pea this week. fore tbe committee meets 
again, it 1s expected thut Senator Sewell] will be an 
noupvced as chairman in place of the late General 
Logan. Senator Allison. chairman of the Senate 
Appropriation Committee, it is understood, will take 
Gereral Logan's place as chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee in charge of the Army Appropriation Bill. 
He has not yet apnounced any of the sub-commit- 
tees for this session, but it is expected that the Arm 
bill will be placed in the bands of himself, Plum 
and Gorman. No action has been taken on this meas- 
ure since it came from the Houre. 

The Senate Cowmittee on Naval Affairs held a 
short session on Wednesday, during which the bill 
providing for the retirement of Commodore Trux- 
tun with the rank of Rear Admiral was considered 
and favorably acted upon. There were no Navy 
nominations pending, favorable action having been 
tuken on all of them at the meeting just before the 


recess. 

In the Senate a number of small bills have been 
passed, among those the following: 

S. 8028. Authorizing the Kansas, Texas and 
Southwestern R. R. Co.to build its road across the Fort 
Hayes military reservation. 

S. 3050. Granting a pension of $2,000 per an- 
num to the widow of Jcbn A. Logan. 

8. 3087. To increase the pension of the widow of 
Francis P. Blajr, Jr., to $2,000. 

H. R. 1085. To appoint Albion 8. Keith an en- 
sign in the U. 8. Navy on the retired list. 

The Secretary of State bas recommended to the 
Senate Foreign Affairs Committee tLut $100,000 be 
pa rae mln for the expenses of a preliminary re- 
connoisance, under tbe control of Army officers, to 
examine the configuration of the conventional 
boundary line between Alaska and British Colum- 
bia, following the coast from Portland channel to 
the 141st Meridian, and ascertain and report bow far 
the patural features of the country permit the ac- 
curate location of the line of demarkation contem- 

lated by tbe Ill. and LV. articles of the convention 
tween Great Britian and Russia. In connection 
with the proposed survey the Secretary of State has 
submitted to the committee a memoratidum from 
Lieut. Richardson Clover, U.S. N., suggesting taat 
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the work should be performed by naval officers. He 


states that: 

All surveys in Alaska have been made by naval officers 
either in naval vessels or by naval parties in the Coast Sur- 
vey.

Senator Williams presented in the Senate on 
Thursday a copy of the resolutions passed by the 
California Commandery of Military Order of the

HOW TO RECRUIT OUR ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THE constantly recurring complaints of desertion 
from the Army and the various explauvatious as to 
the causes leading to it, bave been noted by the 
readers of your JOURNAL. Efforts to better the con- 
dition of the enlisted men are, no doubt, honestly 
be made, but I question if any plan will result in 
giving sta>ility to the floating and adventurous ma 
terial that the recruiting officers get hold of, under 
our present system. Every officer of practical ex- 
perience knuws how easy it is to command a good 
map, and how bard it is to satisfy a man of no char- 
acter and no ambition by any concession whatever. 
The U. 8. Government certainly provides amply for 
its Army all necessaries of life, and it is rarely the 
ease that a soldier is treated unjustly in the Service. 
The coutemplation of his present condition does, in 
no wise, disturb the soldier, but the fact that be has 
po future, leaves him without incentive to extra 
exertion. ‘ 

Procure, by proper means, good material for sol- 
diers and fix some sure reward for faithful work as 
soldiers, and see if the end is not the finest Army in the 
world, physically und otherwise. I[ feel great deli- 
cacy in suggesting any plan that might lead to some 
of those n improvements, but can only con- 
vey to ne my idea by putting it in that shape. 

Gen. Howard’s suggestion as to classing the pri- 
vates, is a step in the mght direction, but.it is not all 
that shouJd b2 done. t there be more than twu 
classes, say: Cadets, Ist and 2d class privates, with 
privileges attaching to each: Seleot officers from the 
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cadets, and non-com. officers from the Ist class pri- 
vates, always rewarding such as have shown dili- 
gence, courage and efficiency in the discharge of the 
duties of a soldier, and never seeking evidence of such 
efficiency at the clerk’s desk, to the prejudice of 
those who have earned their rewards in more ex- 
posed situations. Keep a good per cent. of the va- 
cancies in the Army open for promotion of distin- 
guished Army cadets, and promptly reward every 
act of gallantry on the field. 

Now for the recruiting! There are 430 companies, 
troops, and batteries in the line, about one company 
to each Congressionul District in the United Stutes. 
There are now not so many as 430 Congressional Dis- 
tricts, but there probably will be when the next ap- 
portionment is made; in the meantime, such assign- 
ment of recruiting ‘officers as will most nearly 
conform to the political division referred to. Assign 
recruiting officers of regiments to certain specified 
territory, grouping Congressional Districts, say, 
eight or ten to each regiment. Instruct the officers 
to encourage enlistments from each of such districts, 
bearing in mind that each district is to furnish re- 
cruits for a certain company in his regiment. 

This arrangement to be permanent, and to this 
end some plan must be fallen on to insure and foster 
the sympathy of the people of that particular sec- 
tion in its own company (1s you may say). It might 
be urged that the age number of enlistments 
could vot be secured in every one of the Conzres- 
sional Districts, as enlistments in the Regular Army 
are not alike popular in all sections. Such, of course, 
is the fact now, but by the adoption of the proposed 
plan, why may not all prejudice against the Service 
gradually be removed, and, as above suggested, the 
sympathy of all beas certain to follow the volun- 
teer in time of peace as war, especially when such 
volunteers are of respectable connection at home. 

I tnivk the recruiting in this manner will, in the 
end, be as successful as univer the present plan, and 
will result in benefit to the Service and the country 
in several ways: , 

1st. Because, by establishing recruiting agencies in 
every section of the country and getting away from 
large cities. the Army will not depeud so entirely 
upon the floating element found in those centres, 
but, on the 2ontrary, will be recruited largely from 
the native element, which will make it a represeuta- 
tive body of the whole country. 

2d. By going out among the rural population and 
assigning certain organizations to certaiu lovalities, 
you will appeal to the local pride of the people to 
keep their own special organization in good condi- 
tion, and the adventurous youth, knowing who his 
associates will be, will not be hindered from gratify- 
ing his laudable ambition to learn the trade of a 
soldier. 

3d. The coming and going of the soldiers from all 
neighborhoods will be an invaluable means of 1n- 
forming the people of the employment and utility 
of the Regular Army, and foster their regard for 
an organization of which their own boys form a part. 

And in case of war, by disbanding the Regular 
Army and sending all the officers aud enlisted men, 
that can be spared. to their own sections, to organ- 
ize volunteers, how quickly would such distribution 
of educated and trained men show itself in the 
prompt preparation of regiments for the field ! 

When the country is cognizant of this vlan of the 
U. 8. Government to train soldiers in all States to 
organize and lead their volunteers in time of war, 
they would, at ounce, acknowledge its utility and 
cheerfully fall into the plav. By thus sending home 
their native element to each State, how quickly 
would the State executive make use of their services 
in preparing his raw levies for effective service. 

hus the whole Army would become a school in 
which to prepare young men, from every section, to 
serve their common country, aud each neighbor- 
hood would willingly place themselves under the 
commuana of a Regular soldier, known to them, per- 
sonally, and who would beable to discipline them 
in tbe shortest possible time. 

The soldiers of the late war will soon pass away, 
and some such plan as this becomes more necessary 
in view of that fact. Does not this plan seem to sug- 
gest a possible vearer approach to sympathy be- 
tween the Army and the people at large ? 

The writer would be glad to hear what objections 
can and will be. urged against it. He believes the 
Army is commanded by one of the ablest soldiers 1n 
the world, und that its A. Genera), has as much com- 
mon sense as often falls to the lot of man, aud tbat 
possibly both of them will not hesitate to appreci- 
ate these thoughts at their true worth, be that little 
or much. 

I would like to say something in regard to the 
manner of appointing cadets to West Point and An- 
napolis, but will defer that for the present.

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GENERAL GRANT AND HIS FRIENDS. 


In an article in the N. Y. Tribune Adam Badeau 
says: ““Though Gen. Grant had the apparent wis- 
dom to select the side that he wished to show to rd 
man, he was not always wisein selecting the imdi- 
vidual to whom he showed it. The greatest mis- 
takes in his career, the greatest misfortunes of his 
life, came from his mischoice of friends. He some- 
times seemed to know men marvellously well; he 
detected the aims and wishes and characters of 
many who were close or sought to be close associ- 
ates; but at other times he was absolutely blind to 
acts and traits that were apparent to many lookers 
on. Those who professed admiration and devotion 
could win their way very far, and sometimes very 
easily with him; and many of these used him for 
their own purposes and to his harm. Ferdinand 
Ward is, of course, the conspicuous example. I re- 
member telling Horace Porter of the enormous 
suins that Grant thought he was making in business, 
and Porter, as a business man, replied that it was 
impossible to make them legitimately; that there 
must be something wrong of which the General was 
ignorant. He told me atterward that he went once 
to Grant’s house to warn him against Ward, 
whose conduct seemed to him dangerous if not sus- 
Picious, but that while he was there Ward was an- 
nounced and the manner of the General to his part- 
ner was such that Porter, Graut’s former secretary 
and aide-de-camp, did not feel warranted in utter- 
ing what he feared. It would probably have been 
useless to attempt tointerfere. Mrs. Grant herself 
bad her anxieties and suspicious in regard to Ward, 
but was unable to insinuate them. More than once, 
indeed, she cautioned Gen. Grant against bis inti- 
mates, but in vain. He was the most steadfast man 
imaginable when his friends were assailed. If this 
was a fault, how rare, how noble a failing!” 








JOHN A. LOGAN. 


THE Medical Record says: * The case of the late 
Gen. Logan appears to be one of those rare ones in 
which acute rheumatism causes a rapid and fatal 
wsue. On Dec. 12, Dr. J. H. Baxter of Washinzton, 
D. C., was called to see him, and found him suffering 
from acute rheumatism, involving the right wrist. 
He improved uutil the 17th, when he had a relapse, 
the hips, avkles, feet. and both wrists becoming in- 
volved. Brain symptoms also appeared at this time. 
Tbough there was some temporary improvement on 
the 2Ist and 22d, the symptoms ona the whole became 
gradually more severe, the intervals of full con- 
sciousness shorter, until early on the morning of 
Dec. 26, when he became comatose. He died twelve 
hoprs leter. The cerebral symptoms were those of 
congestion of the brain. Acute rheumatism is so 
rarely a cause of death that some complication is 
expected, and almost always found, in fatal cases. 
When death does occur it 1s, as a rule, with cerebral 
symptoms, as was the case with Senator Logan. 
Such symptoms are most liable to develop in per- 
sons whose nervous system has been subjected to 
tremendous strains, or to the toxic effects of nar- 
cotics and stimulants. No doubt the exhausting 
political and literary labors of the deceased had 
made it possible for the rheumatic poison to attack 
and paralyze his pervous centres, thus bringing to a 
fatal issue a disease that in ninety-seven per cent. of 
cases is perfectly free from danger to life.”

quest of the then President. This I kept to myself, 
and have never made it oe nor do I propose to 
do se now, but feel that I may in confidence say this 
to you, that you may see what prompted my action 
in the premises. I have borne for this feason what- 
ever I may have suffered by way of criticism, rather 
than turn criticism on tbe dead. 

“Senator Logan,’ says a writer in the Philadelphia 
Times, ““was not a money-makiug man. Fifteeu years 
ago it was estimated that he owned property in and 
around Chicago that waz worth about $100,000, but 
the panic of 1873 cleaned him out, and he has since 
bad nothing to depend upon but his salary of $5,000 
a year as Seuvator. Several years ago he owned a 
farm in illinois, and although he wus warned that a 
geological survey of the State proved that there 
could not be coal on his property, a rascally con- 
tractor came along who insisted on the contrary. 
He said that he would drill down after coal on the 
farm, and if he did not find it he would charge 
nothing. If he was successful he was to be paid 

. Logan thought it was a good offer and ac- 
cepted it.

I gave him 
two black eyes iu that same encounter, and he car- 
ried them with him to the Senate. Senator Ogleshy 
was a spectator of the bout, and when it grew warm 
he tried to stop it. He couldn’t, though. The Gen- 
eral stopped it himself. He certainly hit me hard. 
The stories about his agility and strength have not 
been exaggnrated in the least."

DECISIONS BY THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


In the matter of a claim of $45.84, raised against 
Lieut. John A. Dapray, for mileage from Washing- 
ton, D. C., to Columbus, Ohio, and from Santa Fe to 
Watrous, N. M., the Second Comptretior says that 
the Regulations contemplate that an officer of the 
Army, absent on leave, shall find his way back to 
duty at his own expense, and upon this ground the 
above claim was disallowed. Evidenve has been 
filed, however, to show tbat Lieut. Dapray was on 
waiting orders at the time of the receipt of the sec- 
ond order directing him to proceed to Columbus 
Barracks, Ohio, to take charge of a detachment of 
recruits at that place. The Comptroller holds that 
Lieut. Dapray 1s entitled to mileage from Washing- 
ton, D. C., to Columbus, and for the same reason, 
atd also because the distance travelled from 
Watrous to Santa Fe, N. M.. was in ex- 
cess of the distance he must have trav- 
elled, had be returned to the point he left, the 
Comptroller is of the opinion that he is entitled to 
mileage between those twu points. 

The Second Comptroller in the matter of the 
claim of Walter D. Kuoox, late private, Co. A, 25th 
Mass.

THE BARTHOLDI STATUE. 


In a letter to Gen. C. P. Stone, or D. P. Heap, 
U. 8. A., Engineer Secretary to the Light-House

which have ap: in recent newspapers. They grew out 
of a conversation I had with a reporter, in the course of 
which I told him that I had recently visited the statue, and 
that I found some vibration in the arm, as was to be expeoct- 
ed, and that therefore, in my opinion, visitors should not be

NAVAL INSTITUTE DISCUSSION. 


AT the meeting. Vec. 29, of the Newport branch of 
the U. 8S. Naval Institute, for the pu of discurs- 
ing Mr. E. B. Dorsey's paper on steel for heavy guns, 
quite a numberof Army avd Navy officers were 
present.

Capt. Goodrich, U. 8. N., in discussing the paper, 
opposed Mr. Dorsey’s ideas and advocated the use of 
bard steel. He used figures und data to sustain bis 
theories. 

Professor Monroe, chemist at the Torpedo Station, 
made an able address in which he proposed a new 
test for the resistance to the shock of metals to 
used in the construction of ordnance. The novelty 
of this test and its value lies. he contended, in the 
fact that the test may be applied to the original in- 
got from the part which is to be sha instead of 
from a small section of the metal, as is the practice 
now. Letters on the subject were received from 
Professor Raphael Pumpelley and Lieut.-Col. Geo. 
H. Elliot, U. 8. A., and read by the secretary. It 
was regretted that Rear Admiral! Luce was not pres- 
ent, he being unavoidably detained.

urgeons, but not to be in line for promotion, and 
the pay ,that of Ist lieutenant) not to be increased ; 
that they be allowed forage for two horses, and at 
the expiration of the full term of service or on account 
of disability, they be placed on the retired list. 

There are no medical officers in the Army who 
have been subjected to greater hardsbips in 
the field during Indian campaigns than the 
Acting Assistant Surgeons. They are often ordered 
into the field with scouting parties sent out to arrest 
Indians that are reported not bostile; yet, who can 
pretend to say whether or not an Indian war prove 
hostile? Many of these are passed the age allowing 
their appointment, in the regular way, as commis- 
sioned surgeons; they have, like many others, yield- 
ed to the contagion of love for Army life, and so 
have continued on year after year faithfally perforw- 
ing their duties for tbeirsmall pay, whicbjhas not been 
increased since the contracts were signed, while the 
young Ist lieutenant and Asst. Surgeon receives in 
due course his promotions and more pay. Aftera 
few years in the Army what are the chances of an 
Acting Assistant Surgeon for success iu any a 
walk in life? He bas grown old io the Servics, be- 
comes incapacitated for duty in the Army aod may 
be obliged to seek refuge in some vharitable in- 
stitution for the remainder of his days on this mun- 
dane sphere, LaPIs.

ARMORIES FOR THE NEW YORK TROOPS. 


NINE years have passed since the beautiful armory 

of the 8th Regiment, in 28d Street, was consumed by 

+ the flames, avd since that time the regiment has been 
going down, until, at last. it seemed that it was no 














longer possible to hold it together. Nine years has 
Cel. George D. Scott worked weemantly i poe 
various 


meW quarters for the organization. 
times success seemed within reach. This was the 
last attempt, and its failure was the final loss of the 
battle. The decision was, however, in favor of the 
regiment, and an ancient and meritorious organiza- 
tion has secured a new lease of life, and all fears of 
disbandment are dispelled. A letter from Adjutant 
General Josiah Porter. at the eleventh hour, reached 
the city authorities, who have the matter in charge, 
statiog that there was no thought of disbanding the 
éth, a rumor to the contrary effect having left them 
doubt as to providing a new armory forit. In 
his letter Gen. Porter says: 
cannot let this pgestonig pass without saying that 
verywhere in the State, except in the city of New York, 
uitable and convenient armo have been furnished for 
he use of our regiments, batteries and companies. In New 
York City no regiment has been properly housed for many 
years, excepting only the 7th, which despairing of any ac- 
tion on the part of the State or municipal authorities. as- 
sumed a burden which belonged to the public and erected 
an armory at its own expense. Some of the regimenta have 
suffered more than others and should be promptly cared for; 
but with all of them it isa question as to how long their 
corps —s can keep them in existence with their present 
uncomfortable, inconvenient, unsuitable and unsoldierly 
urroundings. 

As the matter stands now, when the bonds bave 
been advertized for and issued, and the season per- 
Wits, work can begin, but some material alterations 
have to be made in the plans of the building. When 
first devised they provided for an armory for the 
secoud battery, Capt. F. P. Earle, under the same 
roof. Everything relating to the second battery 
has been stricken from the resolutions setalebnar yy hennd 
the armory, and the appropriation reduced m 
$330,000 to $300.00, end the ground set aside for the 
addition for the battery will now not be built upon. 
This makes five lots less. Besides, under the origi- 
nal specifications the building was to have two 
fronts. Now the one on Madison Avenue is dis- 
pensed with, and vew plans are required to make 
tbe building defensible and presentable on that 
side. No delay in breaking ground will result from 
these changes. The new building will be located 
between 91th and 95th Street, on Mudison Avenue. 
The lease of the old bu‘lding expires May 1, and an 
effort will be made to obtain the Kink in Harlem for 
a drill ground uotil the new armory can occu- 
pied. The vicivity has already proven a good 
locality for obtaining new members of superior 
quality, while recruiting in the old quarters has 
long been a thinz of the past. The regiment has 
now the opportunity of showing that it can build up, 
for which it nas been asking for so eae years. 
The entire force of New York troops wishes it 
success. 

‘Yue success of the 22d and 8th Regts. in getting 
armories bas stimulated other regiments, which are 
applicants for similar accommodations, to renewed 
efforts and vew life bas been infused into the oy 
troops, including those not immediately interested. 
Without exception the old armories are obsolete and 
useless, and the New York Times, iv a recent article, 
is quite correct when its says: * There is not now a 
single defensible armory below Fourteenth street, 
not one in which the arms would not be at the 
mervy of any mob which chose to take them.” 

It might have added that there is nut a single ar- 
mory above Fourteenth street, (except one or two 
recently built) which does not belong to the same 
category. When it says that the armories already 
authorized are considerable in excess of the actual 
needs of the city, itis wron., nor isit fair to advo- 
eate the building of armories by the troops them. 
selves from funds owned or raised by themselves, 
and it seems ridiculous to say that “it might be 
well for the city to reserve sites for armories in the 
upper part of the city, but there is no reason why 
the armories themselves should be built until the 
need for them actually arises.” 

A due proportion of the armories should be lo- 
vated below Fourteenth strect, but how to accomp- 
lish this matter under present conditions it is diffi- 
cult Lo see, owing to the difficulty of cbtaining sites 
and their cost. 

Tbe removal of the armories uptown is, however, 
not so serious an objection as may seem st first 
glance, becuuse if land transportation should be cut 
off. which would be the case in a riot, the troops 
could be transported downtown by boat ina very 
short time, as all the present armories are within 
easy reach of the river. 

Opinion in the 7Zlst Regt., N. G.S. N. Y., as to 
moving into the old armory, which will shortly be 
vacated by the 12th Regt., 1s very much divided. 
Col. MeAlpin and a few of his officers are desirous 
of moving into the 12th’s old armory, but it is stated 
that half of his officers, field, staff, and command- 
ants. are opposed to the move, on the ground thut it 
would spoil their chances of getting a“ brund new 
armory.” Col. McAlpin on the other hand, and with 
wisdom, assured the * kickers’ that the temporary 
move advocated, would not affect their chance of 
netting a new armory. However, the majority of 
the regiment seem to be against the temporary 
move, this feeling being very strong. We think our- 
selves that Col. McAlpin’s view is the correct one and 
it would be to the 1oterest of the regiment to sup- 
portit. While of course, the eld 12th Regt. Armory 
is far from what it should be, still it is greatly 
superior in everv respect to that nuw occupied by 
the 7ist Regt. !ts drill hall is neat and much larger 
and its company rooms also. To be sure, the latter 
yooms are waolly without heat of any kind, but are 
not so cold as it is supposed, and ides, as the 
members of the 12th have managed to get along in 
them in a healthy way, we presume the members of 
the Tlst are just as bardy—at least, they should be. 
There is also an excellent rifle range in the 12th’s old 
armory, which is a special feature, and should be 

quite an inducement. ‘Tbe 7lst have no place to 
practice rifle firing and here they could vastly im- 
prove their marksmanship. If the transfer can be 
Soveppiies wead it asin the best interest 
ofthe regimen!, and meanwhile the agitatiou fora 
» petter armory can still be kept up, and the chances

THE MILITIA AND THE WORKERS. 


A Heruld correspondent, who recently inter- 
viewed Adjutant-General Porter, of New York, on 
the subject of * Labor and the National Guard,” re- 
ports him assaying : 

If laboring men or anv other kind of men expect to ge- 
cure their ends through riot, bloodshed or the destruction of 
property it is true the National Guard stands ready to do its 
duty. and do it it wili. But I do not believe that the militia 

ever be called out in this State to subdue labor troubles. 
T say “ ever,”’ but there is no telling what the folly of some 
agitators may render it necessary. What I do say is this: I 
know that the safety of New York City is secure in the 
of the present police force. That is a magnificent 
body of men. I never saw a finer lot of fighters in my life. 
I think they can whip the world, so to speak, for they are 
brave enough to try it. “No, the citizen soldier is uot al- 
ways ready to shoot down anybody, unless it is a rioter or 
an enemy to the State. To hear the cranks that come here 
or write to me you would think the National Guard “~~ 
to be increased at once to one hundred thousand men, be- 
cause of the possibility of serious labor troubles. Another 
set of cranks want the Guard disbanded at once in the in- 
terest of labor. I cannot see why an honest laboring man 
should fear the existence of the militia. He cught to glory 
in it, tor it is a wall between him and foes within and with- 
out bis country.” 

On the subject of appropriations he is quoted as 
saying: 

The Legislature usually grants $400,000 to the uses of the 
Guard, and as the State has to supply everything it is none 
too much. We do not ask nor expect a largeramount. I 
sincerely hope, though, that the appropriation will not be 
cut down. oe however, there will be an attempt to 
do this in the Igislature this winter by somebody who 
thinks thereby to curry favor with the so-called laboring 
men. If the appropriation is cut very much the troops vill 
not be sent to the State camp, as that costs about $100,000 a 
rom. We have to spend $300.900 to maintaiu and equip the 

‘orce according to law, but the opening of the cap is op- 
tional witb the Commander-in-Chief. If there is not mone 
enough he will not order the regimentsinto camp. This 
would be a great setback, as the value to the militia of the 
instruction, practice, dri!l and discipline of the State camp 
cannot be overestimated. 





ACKERMAN COURT-MARTIAL. 


Tue Court-martial ordered to try Major J. Fred Acker- 
man on the charge of inciting insubordination in the 13t 
Regi G., 8.

with Lieut. Clarke on the night of the inspection; I did not 
say that he must not accept any tion under Col]. Fack- 
ner, as, if he did, be would not hold it long, as the colonel 
bad to go; ner did I use any words that could be so con- 
strued; I told him that I had been to Albany and had seen 
the adjutant general. who said that there was no intention 
of disbanding the ment. but that on the contrary every 
means would be u to promote its efficiency; [ was author- 
ized by the adjutant general to send such word to Brooklyn 
by wire; I did not say that the State oflicers had all said the 
were on my side; Gen. McLeer’s name was not mentioned. 
I did not sav that Col. Fackner had got to get out; I did not. 
tell Lieut. Clarke that he would commit military suicide 
should he accept a position under Col. Fackner; I never said 
to him that I did not see how any decent man could hold a 
position under Co]. Fackner; I was present when Col. Fincke 
announced the result of the election for colonel; I did not 
know who had been hissed until [ was told; I went out, and 
going in the midst held up my hand and said that it must be 
sto ‘ped; some one said that tne election meant the downfall 
of the regiment, and that they would show their spirit at the 
next inspection; I said that I made it a personal matter with 
the men to be out then and make it the grandest inspection 
the regiment ever had; the mer then dispersed; I may have 
said that some wor'ls I uttered that night might be consid- 
le, and if so I would take = punishment like 
a man; there have been meetings of the officers at my house: 
I did not at that meeting say that if we all held together we 
would force Fackner to resign; I had heard the hissing sev- 
eral minutes before I went out; I telegraphed from Albany 
to be patient; 1 did say in the presence of officers in the 
armory that [| would obey the orders of Cul. Fackner, but 
that I would not uphold Edward Fuckner; I have said that I 
had enlisted for the war; I did not say I would fight it out; 
IT have stated that I had been informed that the canvass of 
Col. Fackner was conducted looking towards my retirement 
from the regiment and the giving of gy A —. to seme 
Fackner captain; I never said that Col. Fackner had to get 
out; I bave said that I thought that if Col. Fackner re- 
mained in command regiment would lose its caste; I have 
stated that the persona! ambition of one man should not be 
put up when it was detrimental to the welfare of the 
ment; J said that many of the men were not in sympathy 
with Col]. Fackner. 

The court then adjourned until next Wednesday night at 

7.30 o'clock.

The new accou- 
trements seem to five satisfaction, and when they are con- 
trasted with the old dilapidated fatigue belts and scabbards, 
now happily discarded, the appearance of both companies 
showed decided improvement. 

The 7th somgeng is one of the largest and most ‘precisely 
instructed in the regiment, and its appearance on this occa- 
sion showed that 1t had not deterior.ted. It had a front of 
32 files, and executed its movements with the usual finish so 
often referred tuin the JOURNAL. It is to be regretted, 
however, that the skirmish drill and guard duty, which 
formed part of recent drills. were omitt:d on this occasion. 
When the roll had been called the company broke into fours 
and marched in very havdsome style around the hall, 
wheeled into line with precise distances, the length 
of the hallin line. executed fours left about, advanced to 
the centre of the floor, and then proceeded to execute a 
number of wheels on movable and fixed pivots ina most sat- 
isfactory manner. An occasional march by fours, an 
oblique advance, etc., relieved the monotony of the wheel- 
ings, at the conclusion of which line was formed for the 
manual, This consumed a large portion of the allotted time 
for the drill, as the instruction was very preci:e. Captain 
Abrams not only explained but executed every movement, 
gun 1m hand, before he gave his commands, and the results 
obtained were satisfactory in a high dezree. 

At the conclusion of the manual the company advanced 
and went into platoon movements, first warming up witha 
brisk march by fours and some formations on the right and 
left into line. The tirst of these movements consisted in 
wheeling into platoons and back into line, and when it was 
observed that these were satisfactorily executed, the com- 
pany formed right or le‘t by platoon and reformed on the 
right or ieft into line. The formation into platoons was 
quite well performed, but in executing the turns in coming 
into line the men spread out too far and came sprawling on 
the alignment. To correct this needed numerous repeti- 
tions, and when some improvement became apparent the 
time for drill was nearly up.. The company then proceeded 
to the closing exercises, consisting of some more manual 
and the direct firings, after which the drill was diemissed.

‘It is to be regretted that 
in the 7th Regiment so much time is consumed in practicing 
company movements, while skirmishing aud other practical 
evolutions are only taken up at long intervals. In stating 
this we do not only express our Own opiuion, but echo that 
of alarge portion of the rank and file, who are loudly com- 
plaining of the everlasting monotony of their drills. 

At the drill above referred to it happened frequently that 
the companies approached so near or came ip each others 
way so as to necessitate marking time on stoppage of the 
movements. While these collisions were not intentional, 
there 1s nevertbeless plenty of room in the hal to avoid 
them, and therefore they showld not occur. 








Twenty-second New York—Col. John T. Camp. 
THE armory of the 224d New York on Tuesday evening, 
Jan. 4, was desolate, dreary, and deserted. It was cold, and 
the old-fashioned stoves, although red hot, did not throw 
out sufficient heat to warm the drill room. There were 
fewer officers, fewer enlisted men, and fewer spectators than 
on any previous occasion to our knowledge. In fact, nobody 
who had areason for remaining away was there, and the 
only soldiers to be seen around were those composing the 
two companies engaged in drill.

That outsiders or those who are not by duty to the 

armory should avoid it is natural, but the same excuse does 
not hold good with regard to those whose turn it is to drill. 
The only command on the floor had twenty files front, and 
it turned out «fterwards that it was composed of two com- 
1es (Dand F). Of course, it is more advuntageous for 
astruction to have one command of twenty tiles than two 
skeleton organizations of ten files each, but such a consolida- 
tion should not be necessary in a first-class regiment. 

Leaving this matter out of the question, however, the 
drill, while presenting many defects, was a ne, e 
commander, Capt. Cortelvou, set the example of soldierly 
bearing, gave his commands witb snap and rapidity, and had 
a keen eye for mistakes, which he corrected with prompt- 
ness and without distinction of person; nor did he addiese 
his company as “ gentlemen ” or “ boys,” as is_so frequently 
the case, although not in the 22d Regiment. The cold of the 
hall, as well as the snap of the commander, evidently had 
the effect of accelerating the movements of the men. T 
step was at least 130 to the minute, and this, together wi 
the fact that two companies thrown pogether never work as 
harmoniously as 8 single command, doubtless became the 
cause of certain trifling irregularities which detracted from 
the appearance of the drill. In changing direction by tours 
the reur could evidently not keep up with the front, and the 
consequence was loss of distance, which the men tried to 
make up by either increasing their gait or the length of the 
ste} bis caused the column to assume the appearance of 
an cndulating mass rather than that of a regularly moving 
body of men, while it created in forming line and 
crowding in dressing. The doub me was well executed. 
In forming front into line the leadiag guide trequently 
neglected to bring his piece to carry after taking the right 
of the leading four. The manual was , but two or three 
individuals spoiled its regularity. The best feature of the 
drill, however, was the skirmish drill by bugle call, which 
began about f an hour before the close. Some of the 
men at first appeared unfamiliar with the calls, but a few 
biasts of the hcrn soon set them au fait, and they eos 
themselves very creditably, evidently much relieved by the 
change from the monotony of the company drill. The 
movements consisted of deployments by tbe flank and to the 
front, advances. retreats, firings on the march, and from a 
hait and assemblies on the right and left various times re- 
peated. The drill suows that the men have a much better 
understanding of it than they had twelve months ago. but 
their bearing on the line is stil stiff and the carry was too 
much resorted to. Iv ovens to the front three sets of 
fours iv single rank would doubtless serve the purpose of 
instruction better than in double rank where space is limited, 
while the commander shouid bring the men to ri< bt shoulder 
before he puts them in motion and not wait until the leading 
four is almost on the line. In all other respects the drill was 
interesting and well executed, and the 22d deserves credit 
for making skirmish drill a compulsory, regular part of 
company drill.

CALIFORNIA NATIONAL GUARD. 


THE Alta California says: It is proposed among

The San Franciavo Report says: “* We understand 
thit while Geveral Howard, iu conversation at the 
Pavilion, expressed a willingness to second General 
Dimond’s proposition fora brigage drill on the Pre- 
sidio resersation, from the fact that such a drill 
would be a good thing to show young mev how large 
bodies of troops are put io position, itis not at all 
probable that ke contemplated a sham fight, in 
which be would personally take part or command.” 

lo anticipation of trouble recently, Gov. Stone- 
man issu an order directing Brig.-Gen. Dimond, 
commanding 2d Brigade, to cause the regimeucal 
commanders to detail a sufficient number of men to 
guard the several armories in San Francisco, but 
their services were not required. 

The 2d <r A Regiment has established a “ ser- 
vice medal,”’ of bronze fer those who have faith- 
fully served as officers or men ten‘ years, and for 
fifteen years, one of silver. 

There seems to be a determined spirit on the part 
of the National Guard Officers’ Association of Cali- 
fornia, to try and abolish the office of Maj.-General. 
When the next lature convenes a petition to 
that effect will be presented, as wellas one for the 
purpose of reducing the number of Brigadier-Gen- 
erals in the northern avd southern ts of the 
State, as their commands are not considered of suf- 
ficient strength to justify the expense of maintain- 
ing such officials, and with a view to consolidating 
the scattered companies comprising the commands 

The 8. F. Report recommends for militia officers a* 
revolver instead ofa sword, the former being “‘a 
serviceable weapon and one that does not get tan- 
gled up with one’s legs.” 





MASSACHUSETTS MILITIA, 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL DALTON reports a most pros- 
perous and succcessful year. The record showed 
the attendance at tours of duty to be tbe largest for 
many years. His annual report shows the aggregate 
strength of the force to be 330 officers, 4,080 enlisted 
men. 

Gen. Dalton recommends that if possible one of 
the vacant forts in Boston Harbor should be pro- 
cured pot only for artillery drill but as a school of 
instruction for officers. The fiue revord of the militia 
rifle practice is spoken of. 

Referring to the armories in Boston, Gen. Dalton 
says they are. as a whole, not suitable and satisfac. 
tory, although large rentsare paid by the city. The 
large payments for poor accommodations still con- 
tinue, and two armories of sufficient size would be a 
great saviog in money, and conduce to the welfare 
and efficiency of the commands that might be lo- 
cated therein. 

Under “Camp ground” the report suggests that 
some provision should be made for bathing facilities 
for the men in camp. The report says: “ The ex- 
cellent work performed for the State, and the earn- 
est endeavors of the enlisted en of the militia, can- 
not be too highly ised, aud I would recommend 
that a suitable ge be adopted for issue in recoge 
nition of continuous, meritorious services of the 
men.” 

If possible, arms of uniform pattern and lateet 
model should be procured, by exchange or other- 
wise. The importance of rifie practice demands an 
inspector-generu! of rifle practice on the staff of the 
Commander-in-chief, and a special appropriation to 
ony | expenses of ammunition at State matches, 
pay of officers visiting companies, etc. The officers 
of the militia have become quite familiar with the 
use of the rifle. and are able to instruct in this duty. 

The issve of revotvers to commissioned officers and 
to the artillery, signal and military organizations is 
recommended. Revolver shooting might be intro- 
duced at the regular State matches, where the offi- 
cers now use the enlisted men’s weapons, which they 
would not use in actual service. 

An increase of the military force of the State is 
recommended, either by the formation of a new re- 
eiment or increasing the present to uniform strenztb; 
and one regiment should be madea heavy artillery re- 
giment, uniformed and instructed as such. The sug- 
gestion that the annual drills be merged into the en- 
campments is worthy of consideration, and perha 
wouid tend to increase efficiency; an annya) fal) 
field day for the entire force shoul’ be introduced, 
for which pay and allowances should he provided. 

It is important that canteens and haversacks, with 
driuking cups, should be furnished by the State to 
each command. The canteens now on hand are 
large and cumbersame, of obsolete pattern and of 


many colors, Frocks for stable duty for cavalry 
and artillery should be issued, which, costing but 
little, would be a considerable saving to uniforms,

MODERN GUNS. 


A VERY ivteresting Fe of the Lydd experiments 
is concluded by Col. Baylay, R. A., in the November 
number of the “ Proceedings of the Royal Artillery 
Institution, Woolwich.”

EXAMINATIONS FOR PROMOTION. 
To the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir is noticed that at this late date the powers that 
be recommend lineal promotion. Of course it goes 
witbout saying that this is a good thing. Gens. 
Sherman and Townsend argued long ago that it 
would be too expensive and not in accordance with 
custom in the English service to have lineal rank for 
lieutenants, etc. (See pamphlet issued on this sub- 
ject.) {n addition, however, it is now recommended 

bat examinations for promotion in the line obtain. 
This is also excellent, rc the examiners are 
reviously examinei. {t has been the fortune of 
he writer to serve from ’61 to date as a subaltern, 
with a slight absence in civil life, during which he 
was, however, in an army bureau, and asa matter 
of fact fora quarter of a century has been thor- 
panely cognizant of army affairs. As a result of 
this experience he concludes that a bill providing 
for examination of officers should mean what it 
say*®. Examine, therefore, those holding commis- 
sions, iu order to ascertain whether or not they are 
competent; not the few who may be subject to pro- 
motion only. Upon the tuctical examinations, for 
instance, 1 observed during an entire winter that 
several captains averaged a little above zero, while 
unior 2d lieutenats averaged nearly a maximum.

Does twenty years’ service find 
tso 

An examination of a man who has served twenty 
years, since the war, in addition to two or three 
years during the war, as compared toa young man 
(take the 4th Cavalry for example) is simply ridicu 
lous. It is presumed too, that an examination should 
develop the fact of an officer’s fitness for the posi- 
tion he is to cooupy. and would it not, therefore, be 
correct to define the examination? In Cavalry, say, 
ascertain if the applicant for a captaincy can com- 
mand a ween by his knowledge of drill, theoretical 
and practical, by his knowledge of mode of supply- 
ing atroop and accounting therefor ; by his know- 
ledge of arms; shooting, that is, with rifle, carbine 
and pistol, mounted and dismounted; by his know- 
ledge of sabre practice. Absences on sick leave to 
be counted against his physique. In fact, examine 
in all things pertaining to the peepee discharge of 
his duties as a captain. But do not have the appli- 
cant examined by a set of captains who cannot ride, 
nor shoot, nor make up papers. Have, as stated 
above, the examiners examined, There are lots of 
captains, to say nothing of field officers, who could 
not pass any examination creditably on any points, 
a + mapvy would fail physically, if not otherwise. 

t would be no source of congratulation to a Ist 
Lieutenant of ability, to have a rd of known in- 
py ny captains to pass him! However, there is 
no doubt that something may be developed in the 
future of benefit to the Service by asystem of ex- 
amination, that 1s to say, in half a century. 

There is one clause in the proposed bill which calls 
for a few remarks of commendation, chat is that of- 
ficers who served during the war as volunteers, etc., 
may be retired if they fail on their second examinua- 
tion. This clause will not, however, prove of much 
importance, as it is safe to say that nine out of ten 

cers from the volunteer army will pass any 
mental examination which may be imposed upon 
the line and about a like proportion in any physical 
examination. The moral question will not even 
come up in their cases. 


The Contemporary Review, discussing German Mili- 
tary Examinations, says: ‘‘ The testsof German offi- 
cers for promotion are not answers to theoretical 
questions, but that annual observation under which 
they are brought when teaching and learning their 
duties in the field before an enemy. They have ac- 
tually to handle troops under the eyes of their com- 
manding officers, who are keen critics, and candi- 
dates for promotion are judged by their practical 
performances, not merely by answers to examina- 
tion questions. The German examination paper 
will sometimes give one questioa and an hour or an 
hour and a half to answerit. The student under 
examination is called upon to go thoroughly into 
the subject, and he receives more credit for bis own 
thought and power of reasoning out his argument 
than ‘or exactitude in knowledge of the usual mili- 
tary ideas. Character and originality are con- 
sidered of more value than memory of book work, 
because it is more important that officers should be 
capable of judging for themselves in the field than 
that they should have ever. the largest fund of ac- 
quired information which they may lack the power 
to use against an enemy.”
